***JT "He following Plants were gathered the 27th and 
j. 28th of April 1696. at Pearmeedoor, about 16 
or 17 miles from Fort St George. 

The Country here is full of Trees and Bufies, the 
ground clay, dry and Tandy.

Its twigs are Alh-colour, the leaves ftand on more 
foot-ftalks, are fomewhat oval y efpecially the younger 
ones. The Fruit is befet with 4 membranaceous wings. 
near half an inch broad and 1 long,each Fruit ftands on 
a pedicle about an inch long. Thefe referable the head 
or feed veflel of the Crown Imperial, but are much lei's.

comes out 3 or 4 Flowers* which, are fucceeded with 
fmooth round capfules, terminating in a thredly point, 
each, generally containing 4 yellowifh triangular 
fmooth Seed.

This Tree grows 25 or 30 foot.high, and asthickas 
an ordinary mans wafte.

The Leaves grow oppofite, and. the veins of the 
younger are very tranfparent, if held between your 
eye and the light. The Flowers are very like thofe 
of Bitter fweet, growing in Tufts , and have a yellow- 
ifh jwi»te/ like them, by which this Tree is eafily di- 
ftinguifht from its other kinds. 

The Pedds are near a loot long, and 3 quarters of 
an inch broad when expanded, thefe grow in pairs, and 
are fill'd with a white filky down, its Seed long, and 
oval like a Pine Kernel. 

Its younger Pods very much refemble thofe of the 
Vamllioes.

I fufpeclr the Label of this Plant is tranfpofed, it be* 
ing given under the Malabar Title of Caut-Mandaree, 
of which Tree Mr Sam. Brown fays, there are four 
forts?, vi%. this, the Mundane, Cookfioo^Mandaree, and 
Vela-Mandaree, the fame Number the Hortus Malab. I 
find defer ibes and figures in the Firfl Volume Tab. 32, 
&c> by the name of Mandartt, thefe arc Trees- with

1 08. and Nicrembergius 339. cap. n. feeras to differ 
from this Plant, the Leaves being longer and (harp 
pointed, and what more confirms me in it, is, a 
draught which that Learned Jefuit and molt accurate 
Botanifl, George Jofeph Camel hath lately fent to Mr 
Ray and me, whofe pointed Leaves agree with the 
Icon of Hernandez,, and like that, his has generally but 
9 Leaves, whereas ours has feldom fewer than 13, its 
pods alfo (according to Father Camel's deiignj are very 
different.

middle of the Berry, which is parted by a double

This and the laft feems to be both ofthsGzjw-kind, 
but the fpecimens being much impaired, we dare not 
be pofitive.

The Bark of both, or either of the Roots ground 
with water, and drank, cures Buboes by difiolving 
them, (which the Natives think the beft way of cure) 
the fame around with Lime-juice, cures Sores or 
Biles. 

Thefe Leaves grow oppoftte on fcarce difcernabie 
foot-ftalks, they are thick, ftiff, and veiny, very like 
the common Alaiermts, but are not ferrated.
